Becoming  a  Cynthiana  institution

An  interesting  fact  about  the 
26-year  history  of  Leono’s  Pizza 
younger  people  may  not  know: 
Charlie  and  Maribeth  Thomas 
owned  restaurants  bearing 
the  Leono’s  name  in  Paris  and 
Georgetown  before  the  signa¬ 
ture  restaurant  in  Cynthiana 
existed. 

When  the  opportunity  to 
take  over  the  Pizza  Place  of 
Cynthiana  in  the  old  white 
building  near  Church  Street 
presented  itself,  the  Thomases 
soon  realized  that  they  were 
stretched  thinner  than  they 
cared  to  be. 

They  decided  to  change 
strategy  and  re-focus  their 
energies  on  one  community  — 
Cynthiana. 

It  was  never  obvious  at  the 
time,  but  in  making  that  deci¬ 
sion,  the  Thomases  created 


something  far  more  than  a  res¬ 
taurant. 

Leono’s  is  as  much  a  part 
of  Cynthiana’s  cultural  and 
business  identity  as  Biancke’s 
Restaurant,  Bullard’s  safety 
equipment  or  even  3M’s  ubiqui¬ 
tous  Post-It  Notes. 

Nowhere  is  that  conclusion 
more  evident  than  when  teacher 
and  local  business  owner  Roger 
Slade  explained  the  reasons 
why  Leono’s  owners  were  being 
recognized  as  the  Cynthiana- 
Harrison  County  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Business  People  of 
the  Year. 

“In  every  small  community, 
there  is  that  place  where  every¬ 
one  goes.  Where  the  kids  hang 
out  after  school  and  on  week¬ 
ends.  For  Cynthiana,  that  place 
is  Leono’s,”  Slade  said. 

After  26  years  in  business, 
Charlie  and  Maribeth  have  often 


been  asked  to  recount  Leono’s 
success  story  for  feature  sto¬ 
ries,  presentations  and  even  in 
conversations  with  friends  and 
business  colleagues.  A  question 
posed  frequently  to  them  is  the 
following:  Why  Cynthiana  over 
Paris  or  Georgetown? 

Maribeth  doesn’t  hesitate  in 
her  answer. 

The  difference  between 
Cynthiana  and  the  other  two 
communities  is  its  sense  of 
identity  apart  from  Lexington, 
she  said. 

“Being  roughly  10  miles  fur¬ 
ther  from  Lexington  than  either 
Paris  or  Georgetown  makes  all 
the  difference,  I  guess.  We  are 
part  of  Cynthiana  rather  than 
being  just  ‘greater  Lexington’ 
and  we  like  that,”  Maribeth 
said.

Runner 
charged 
with  assault 
of  officer

A  Harrison  County  man 
remains  in  jail  after  being 
charged  with  assault  of  a 
police  officer. 

Christopher  Combs,  29, 
was  arrested  Thursday 
night  after  police  were 
called  to  a  fight  on  Fourth 
Street. 

According  to  Ptl.  Joe 
Warden  of  the  Cynthiana 
Police  Department,  Combs 
was  one  of  the  parties 
involved  in  the  fight. 

When  Warden  advised 
Combs  that  he  had  an  out¬ 
standing  warrant  from  a 
Fayette  County  indictment, 
Combs  jumped  from  the 
porch  and  began  running 
from  the  area. 

Warden  also  jumped 
from  the  porch,  twisting 
his  ankle  in  the  process. 

Combs  was  spotted  run¬ 
ning  toward  Fifth  Street, 
which  is  where  Assistant 
Chief  William  Denton 
joined  the  foot  chase. 

Denton  jumped  a  fence 
and  caught  Combs  at 
Evergreen  Circle. 

“He  got  maybe  100 
yards,”  Warden  said  of 
Combs’  attempt  to  flee. 

Combs  was  taken  to 
Harrison  Memorial 
Hospital  because  he  got 
sick  from  running,  Warden 
said. 

Warden  was  also  treated 
for  a  sprained  ankle. 

Combs  was  charged 
with  third  degree  assault 
of  a  police  officer,  second 
degree  fleeing  on  foot  and 
served  two  warrants  for 
receiving  stolen  property 
under  $10,000  and  persis¬ 
tent  felony  offender. 

As  of  Tuesday,  Combs 
remained  at  the  Bourbon 
County  Detention  Center.

It’s  ok  to  be  different  4

Paul  Coy  is  11  years  old.  He  can  tell  you  every 
county  in  Kentucky  and  its  county  seat.  He  knows 
every  state  in  the  United  States  and  the  state  capi¬ 
tals. 

Impressed?  That’s  not  all  the  Eastside 
Elementary  fourth  grader  can  offer  with  nothing 
more  than  the  right  question. 

Who  drives  all  of  the  school  buses  that  drop  off 
children  at  Eastside  school? 

Paul  knows. 

He  even  knows  what  bus  his  now  4-year-old  sis¬ 
ter  will  ride  next  year  when  she  goes  to  kindergar¬ 
ten  at  Westside  Elementary. 

He  can  name  all  seven  of  the  books  in  the  Diary 
of  a  Wimpy  Kid  series  and  has  read  each  one 
more  than  once. 

Paul,  who  is  the  son  of  Kara 
Gildersleeve  and  Joey  Coy,  is  an 
amazing  reader  and  has  been 
doing  so  since  he  was  3  years 
old,  according  to  one  of  his 
Eastside  teachers,  Tracy  Quinn. 

“I  don’t  know  that  it  had  a 
great  deal  of  meaning  then,  but 
now  it  does,”  she  said. 

Paul  is  autistic  and  has 
become  quite  the  celebrity 
in  Harrison  County.  He  will 
appear  on  the  school  district’s 
website  in  an  interview  where 
questions  and  answers  were 
scripted. 

Ask  him  a  similar  question  as 
to  one  asked  in  that  interview 
and  he  will  attempt  to  repeat 
his  earlier  answer.  However, 


even  if  he  didn’t  have  the  previous  script,  Paul 
would  tell  you  about  autism. 

“It’s  something  you’re  born  with,”  he  said.  “You 
don’t  catch  it  like  the  flu.” 

According  to  austimspeaks.org,  one  in  68  chil¬ 
dren  are  born  with  autism.  One  out  of  42  are  boys. 

Paul  likes  music,  but  he  will  quickly  explain 
that  he  likes  to  listen  to  music,  not  sing  or  play  an 
instrument. 

His  favorite  thing  about  school?  That  would 
have  to  be  getting  to  study  the  Atlas  with  a  magni¬ 
fying  glass. 

But  he  is  also  a  big  fan  of  PE. 

“Coach  (Nick)  Hill  is  the  best  coach  of  all,”  Paul 
said  with  all  sincerity. 

Ashley  Peak,  who  also  teaches  Paul  at  Eastside, 
said  he  is  a  good  resource.  He  knows  every 
teacher  and  the  teachers’  room 
numbers.  So  when  they  need  to 
contact  another  teacher,  Paul  is 
the  go-to  for  that  information. 

Paul  is  also  a  fount  of  informa¬ 
tion  that  neither  teacher  ques¬ 
tions. 

Quinn  said  she  used  to  Google 
things  when  Paul  would  tell  her, 
but  she  said  he  was  always  right. 

Now  they  just  take  him  at  his 
word. 

When  Paul  is  at 


home,  his  likes  are 
pretty  much  the 
same  as  any  other 
11-year-old  boy.  He 
likes  playing  video

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Rohs  presents  hit  comedy  on  last  April  weekend

James  Smith,  director 
of  the  upcoming  new 
comedy  at  Rohs  Opera 
House,  invites  everyone 
to  meet  the  Turpins, 
a  family  that’s  barely 
holding  it  together.  A 
family  so  dysfunctional, 
it’s  laugh-out-loud  funny 
Dearly  Departed , 
presented  by  the  Rohs 
Theater  Company, 
was  a  smash  1991  off- 
Broadway  comedy  from 
writers  David  Bottrell 
and  Jessie  Jones.  The 
script  was  adapted  into 
a  movie  called  Kingdom 
Come  starring  Whoopie 
Goldberg. 

Trying  to  describe  the 
play,  Smith  admits  that 
the  plot  sounds  more 
like  drama  than  comedy, 
but  the  situations  are 
played  out  in  a  manner 
that  families  can  iden¬ 
tify 

When  the  family 
patriarch,  Bud  Turpin, 
keels  over  minutes  into 
the  first  act,  it’s  up  to 
the  rest  of  the  Turpin 
family,  along  with 
their  bizarre  group  of 
neighbors  and  friends, 
to  organize  a  funeral 
and  get  the  old  codger 
buried. 

His  barely  grieving 
widow.  Raynelle,  sug¬ 
gests  that  “Mean  and 
Surly”  be  etched  into 
Bud’s  gravestone  while 
his  sister,  Delightful, 
grieves  by  consuming 
every  morsel  of  food 
she  can  find,  and  Aunt

Interestingly,  Charlie 
said  that  the  decision  to 
focus  on  Cynthiana  was 
not  a  big  business  risk. 

He  worked  with  Bob 
Ammerman  to  start  the 
Pizza  Place  of  Cynthiana 
before  embarking  on 
building  his  family- 
owned  business. 

“The  foundation  for  a 
pizza  restaurant  at  that 
location  was  already 
established  when  we 
took  over.  We  kept  our 
eye  on  the  basics.  Make  a 
good  product,  be  consis¬ 
tent,  and  practice  excel¬ 
lent  customer  service,” 
Charlie  said. 

Still,  they  made  their 
decision  without  the  use 
of  market  research  or 
demographic  studies  or 
all  the  other  academic 
elements  of  business 
development. 

There  was  only  one 
factor  in  their  decision: 
Cynthiana  was  their 
home.  And  there  has 
never  been  a  moment  in 
which  they  doubted  that 
they  made  the  right  deci¬ 
sion. 

“Harrison  County  was 
having  their  prom  and 
several  of  the  kids  came 
to  have  pizza  at  our  old 
place  after  the  dance. 
Though  it  was  closing 
time,  I  told  them  they 
didn’t  need  leave.  The 
students  asked  us  if  they 
could  move  the  tables 
and  dance  on  the  open 
floor. 

“We  gave  them  a  place 
where  they  felt  comfort¬ 
able  to  have  a  post-prom 
party.  We  were  a  home  to 
them,”  Maribeth  said. 

There  was  only  one 
genuine  crossroads 
moment  for  them  — 
the  decision  to  relocate 
and  build  a  new  place 
in  the  empty  lot  where 
the  old  LeBus  Tobacco 
Warehouse  stood  in 
downtown  Cynthiana. 

The  Thomases  have 
related  the  story  many 
times  over.  It  was  a

chooses  not  to  deal,  with 
the  escalating  costs  of 
the  funeral  and  just  try¬ 
ing  to  get  along  with 
each  other.

Years  before  a  friend 
of  Smith’s  had  suggest¬ 
ed  that  Dearly  Departed 
would  be  a  great  play 
to  perform  in  this  area, 
so  the  Rohs  company 
decided  to  run  with  it. 

Putting  Dearly 
Departed  together  has 
been  quite  an  experi¬ 
ence,  Smith  said.  The 
first  read  through  of  the 
script,  everyone  thought 
it  was  funny. 

But  each  time 
through,  the  actors  are 
discovering  new  things 
to  enhance  the  comedy, 
he  said. 

“Every  rehearsal, 

I  think  we’re  finding 
more  of  the  comedy  in 
the  script,”  he  said.

games  and  basketball.  He’s  not  modest 
at  all  about  his  talent.  He  said,  quite 
frankly,  that  he  is  good  at  both. 

He  likes  television  and  knows  when 
his  favorite  shows  air  and  on  what 
channel. 

Because  the  children  in  Quinn’s  and 
Peak’s  class  are  integrated  with  other 
students  at  Eastside,  Paul  has  formed 
many  friendships  that  he  treasures. 

He  said  his  friends  will  sometimes 
be  doing  their  work  and  he  will  sit 
with  them  or  even  use  the  magnifying 
glass  to  learn  more  from  the  Atlas. 

April  is  Autism  Awareness  Month. 

Quinn  and  Peak  have  established  a 
library  of  sorts  to  provide  information 
about  autism  to  those  who  want  to 


know  more. 

The  pair  have  attended  cadre  meet¬ 
ings  in  Lexington  for  four  years  to 
learn  and  share  more  about  autism. 

“It  has  been  so  worthwhile,”  said 
Quinn.

Developing  a  new  vision  for  Cynthiana 


I  wish  this  was  something  that  could 


After  a  month  of  hearing 
updates  on  the  progress  of  the 
courthouse  renovation,  curios¬ 
ity  finally  got  the  best  of  me 
and  I  walked  inside  the  build¬ 
ing  just  to,  you  know,  see  what 
was  going  on. 

Of  course,  I  made  sure  to 
check  with  Trace  Creek  work¬ 
ers  just  to  make  sure  my  presence 
wasn’t  going  to  cause  them  any  major 
safety  concerns. 

Not  that 
I’m  any  kind  of  judge  of  building 
renovation.  One  of  the  reasons  I  spend 
my  professional  life  at  a  computer  is 
because  I  don’t  know  the  difference 
between  a  U-bolt  and  a  saddle  stitch.

Off-premise  signs  are  any  sign  adver¬ 
tising  a  product,  service,  business  or 
activity  sold,  located  or  conducted  else¬ 
where  than  on  the  premises  on  which 
the  sign  is  located. 

An  on-premise  sign  is  advertising  or 
identifying  a  product,  service,  business 
or  activity  sold,  located  or  conducted  on 
the  premises  where  the  sign  is  located. 

Currently,  the  sign  ordinance  adopted 
by  the  legislative  bodies  and  enforced 
by  the  Planning  Commission  permits 
on-premise  signs. 

There  is  some  flexibility  in  the  cur¬ 
rent  ordinance,  for  example,  regarding 
directional  signs,  way  finding  signs, 
and  temporary  signs  that  are  permitted 
off-premise  under  certain  regulations. 

The  Planning  Commission  adopted  a 
new  sign  ordinance  in  2012  that  allowed 
more  flexibility  for  businesses  and 
was  user  friendly  for  the  citizens  of 
Harrison  County. 

During  the  adoption  of  the  ordinance 
off-premise  signs  remained  illegal,  as  it 
was  in  the  previous  ordinance. _

The  Planning  Commission  wants  to 
hear  from  Harrison  County  residents.  Is 
this  a  need  for  Harrison  County? 

As  a  business  owner  do  you  feel  that 
off-premise  signs  would  help  your  busi¬ 
ness  expand? 

As  a  citizen  do  you  want  to  see  more 
signs  in  Cynthiana?  Would  it  help  you 
to  locate  a  business? 

The  Planning  Commission  will  look 
at  the  aesthetics,  traffic  concerns  and 
other  planning-related  items  as  it  dis¬ 
cusses  off-premise  signs  at  its  meeting. 

Sign  ordinances  are  tough,  and  not 
everyone  can  always  be  pleased,  but  in 
this  case  there  might  be  a  compromise 
of  a  well-defined  off-premise  signs  appli¬ 
cation  in  specific  zones  with  regards  to 
height,  size,  illumination, etc.

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Church  Street  couple  are  Cubs  fans  to  the  core

The  four  unmistak¬ 
able  signs  of  spring  time 
in  Cynthiana,  Kentucky: 
The  Cynthiana 
Democrat’s  Home  and 
Garden  Show,  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Farmer’s 
Market  at  Flat  Run 
Veterans’  Park,  dog¬ 
woods  and  tulips  in  full 
bloom,  and  the  annual 
unfurling  of  the  Chicago 
Cubs  flags  in  the  front 
yard  of  Jamie  and 
Karan  Russell’s  home. 

The  Kentucky 
Wildcats  can  boast  all 
they  want  about  the 
national  appeal  of  the 
Big  Blue  Nation  in 
NCAA  basketball.  In  the 
world  of  major  league 
baseball,  at  least  as  far 
as  the  Russells  are  con¬ 
cerned,  there  is  only  the 
Chicago  Cubs.  And  they 
are  as  mad  for  the  Cubs’ 
season-opening  game 
as  Wildcats’  fans  are  for 
Midnight  Madness. 

Any  other  time  of  the 
year,  the  Russells’  home 
is  just  as  quietly  digni¬ 
fied  as  any  other  fam¬ 
ily  dwelling  on  Church 
Street.  But  on  opening 
day,  the  Cub’s  signature 
blue  and  red  colors  blos¬ 
som  all  around  the  yard, 
along  with  images  of  the 
baseball  team’s  famous 
logo. 

Pinstriped  cards  fea¬ 
turing  the  numbers  and 
names  of  past  Cubs’  hall 
of  famers  line  the  side¬ 
walk  leading  to  their 
front  door. 

In  honor  of  Wrigley 
Field’s  100th  anniver¬ 
sary  celebration  this 
year,  the  Russells  had  an 
image  of  the  ballpark’s 
famous  sign  custom- 
painted  to  the  rear  win¬ 
dow  of  their  car. 

Now,  if  they  were  just 
Chicago  area  residents, 
the  level  of  the  Russell’s 
Cubs  fandom  would 
barely  register.  They’d 
still  be  considered  die- 
hards,  but  they’d  hardly 
be  alone.  Anyone  who 
has  visited  Wrigley 
Field  for  a  Cubs’  home 
game  knows  the  extent 
to  which  the  fans  will 
express  themselves. 

But  when  fans  live 
six  hours  south  of  the 
corner  of  W.  Addison 
and  N.  Clark  Streets, 
the  Russell’s  home  is  a 
Wrigleyville  oasis  that 
adds  a  unique  note  to 
their  block  in  downtown 
Cynthiana.

sion  on  passers-by, 
especially  those  who 
are  unfamiliar  with  the 
passion  of  the  Cubs’ 
fanbase.

That  was  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  one  relation¬ 
ship  that  has  lasted  lon¬ 
ger  than  her  marriage. 

In  fact,  Karan  said,  she 
and  Jamie  planned  their 
honeymoon  vacation 
around  Cubs  games. 

Just  as  some  Kentucky

The  Sgt.  Elijah  P. 
Marrs  Camp  No.  5,  Sons 
of  the  Union  Veterans  of 
the  Civil  War,  are  search¬ 
ing  for  descendents  of 
three  Civil  War  veterans 
buried  in  the  Old  Union 
Cemetery  just  off  Russell 
Cave  Road  in  northeast¬ 
ern  Fayette  County. 

The  Civil  War  veteran’s 
government  supplied 
gravestones  are  in  poor 
condition,  and  the  camp 
is  planning  on  restoring 
and  re-dedicating  them 
this  summer.

Easter  season  is  for  laughing

When  I  was  a  new 
Christian,  I  discovered 
a  portrait  of  Jesus 
called  the  “Laughing 
Christ”  at  a  Christian 
book  store. 

At  the  time  I  was 
attending  a  serious 
church,  a  church  where 
the  thought  of  Jesus 
laughing  was  most  like¬ 
ly  frowned  on.  Maybe 

Jesus  smiled  at  babies  and  puppies,  but  telling 
jokes  with  his  friends?  God  forbid. 

Consequently,  because  the  serious  people  at 
that  serious  church  were  so  serious  about  their 
Christian  faith,  they  presented  Jesus  as  seri¬ 
ous  too.  Serious  equals  somber  and  sober,  which 
equals  humorless  and  kinda  mean. 

Not  that  Jesus  was  mean,  but  some  of  his  follow¬ 
ers  were. 

So,  when  I  saw  the  “Laughing  Christ”  portrait, 
I  found  it  appealing  and  compelling,  yet  rather 
confusing.  That  wasn’t  at  all  how  I  pictured  Jesus. 

At  that  church,  we  sang,  “I’ve  got  the  joy,  joy,  joy, 
joy  down  in  my  heart,”  but  frankly,  that  joy  didn’t 
seem  to  generate  much  laughter.  That  joy  was  way, 
way,  way,  way  down  in  our  hearts. 

There  were  some  nice  people  at  that  church, 
but  not  too  many  who  were  fun  to  be  around. 
Thankfully,  we  moved  away  after  about  a  year  and 
found  friendlier  churches. 

Over  the  years,  that  image  of  Jesus  laughing  has 
stayed  with  me.  I  love  the  thought  of  the  son  of 
God  throwing  back  his  head  in  utter  delight. 

I  believe  that  Easter  is  the  reason  Jesus  laughed 


and  the  reason  Christians  should  be  serious 
about  laughing  too. 

A  few  years  ago,  I  found  an  account  of  some 
15th-century  Bavarian  monks.  As  they  pondered 
the  meaning  of  the  somber  events  of  holy  week 
—  Maundy  Thursday’s  observance  of  Christ’s 
Last  Supper  and  his  agony  in  the  Garden  of 
Gethsemane,  his  arrest  and  trial  and  then  Good 
Friday’s  remembrance  of  Christ’s  brutal  death 
on  the  Cross  —  one  of  the  monks  started  laugh¬ 
ing,  and  not  just  an  amused  twitter.  This  was  a 
big  belly  laugh. 

As  the  story  goes,  the  monk  told  the  other  monks, 
“Don’t  you  see?  The  Resurrection  was  a  joke  —  the 
best  joke  in  all  history.  When  Jesus  died,  the  devil 
thought  he  had  won.  But  God  had  the  last  laugh  on 
Easter  when  he  raised  Jesus  from  the  dead.” 

The  monks  called  it  Risus  Paschalis,  “the  Easter 
laugh.” 

I  love  that!  Jesus  laughing,  Bavarian  monks 
laughing,  Christians  laughing. 

We’ve  got  the  “joy,  joy,  joy,  joy  down  in  our 
hearts,”  or  at  least  we  should. 

When  I  think  of  that  serious  church  I  had 
attended,  I  think  about  why  the  people  may  have 
seemed  so  grumpy.  It’s  just  my  speculation,  but  I 
think  they  took  sin  too  lightly. 

Well,  they  were  very  serious  about  the  “world’s” 
sin  and  the  sin  of  everyone  else,  but  not  so  much 
their  own.  By  that  I  mean  they  thought  they  could 
manage  their  own  sin.  They  certainly  had  enough 
rules. 

Back  then,  I  thought  I  could  manage  my  sin  too, 
until  I  realized  I  couldn’t. 

Years  ago,  I  told  a  group  of  Lutheran  women  at 
their  “Experience  the  Joy!”  retreat:  “Real  joy  is 


knowing  the  depth  of  your  sin  and  the  extent  of 
your  idolatry.”  Because  unless  you  know  that  even 
your  smallest  sin  caused  the  death  of  Christ  you’ll 
never  be  able  to  fully  appreciate  the  greatness  of 
God’s  grace,  demonstrated  in  the  Cross  and  then 
the  Resurrection.  We  can’t  do  anything  about  our 
sin  —  and  that’s  great  news. 

There’s  a  hymn  that  goes,  “My  sin,  oh,  the  bliss 
of  this  glorious  thought!  My  sin,  not  in  part  but 
the  whole,  is  nailed  to  the  cross  and  I  bear  it  no 
more.  Praise  the  Lord,  praise  the  Lord,  O  my  soul!” 

Do  you  hear  the  laughter  in  that? 

It’s  found  in  knowing  you’re  forgiven  every¬ 
thing,  past,  present  and  future.  That  should  make 
you  laugh. 

The  message  of  Good  Friday  is  that  Jesus  suf¬ 
fered  and  died  for  our  sin.  His  death  was  real  and 
necessary,  a  death  that  we  deserved  to  die.  For 
that,  we  grieve.  For  that,  we  are  grateful. 

But  the  message  of  Easter  is  that  Jesus  didn’t 
stay  dead.  He  simply  threw  off  the  grave  clothes, 
got  up  and  walked  out  of  the  tomb,  alive  and  well. 

Like  the  monk  had  said,  Christ’s  Resurrection 
was  the  great  joke  of  God. 

It’s  as  we  sing:  “No  more  let  sin  and  sorrow  grow, 
nor  thorns  infest  the  ground;  He  comes  to  make 
His  blessings  flow  far  as  the  curse  is  found.” 

Joy  to  the  world,  friends.  It’s  time  to  laugh.

Charles  Barkley,  who  is  wise 
about  this  issue,  apologized  to 
professional  fans  during  cover¬ 
age  of  one  of  the  games  for  the 
lack  of  maturity  and  talent  that 
had  been  on  display  in  the  first 
half  of  the  game  he  was  cover¬ 
ing. 

He  placed  the  blame  squarely 
on  the  NBA,  but  I  believe  that  the 
NCAA  is  to  blame  as  well. 

If  this  organization  could  get 
the  dollar  signs  out  of  its  eyes 
for  “One  Shining  Moment,”  it 
would  see  that  the  play  in  the  col¬ 
lege  version  would  also  greatly 
improve.

Bramble  pruning  late  this  year 


The  bramble  patch  is 
usually  cleaned  up  by 
now  but  the  cold  win¬ 
ter  has  set  us  back  with 
a  few  of  our  garden 
chores. 

It  turns  out  that  this 
may  be  a  good  thing  after 
all:  The  University  of 
Kentucky  has  sent  out  a 
“blackberry  alert”  urg¬ 
ing  gardeners  to  hold  off 
on  pruning  blackberry 
and  raspberry  until  new 
shoots  begin  to  emerge. 

They  are  expecting 
more  than  usual  die  back 
due  to  our  cold  winter 
season. 

Most  brambles  are 
biennial  which  means 
they  fruit  on  second-year 
growth. 

Blackberries  are  easy 
to  deal  with,  just  remove 
the  arching  canes  that 
fruited  last  year  and  trim 
up  and  trellis  the  remain¬ 
ing  new  growth  from  last 
summer  after  you  see  the 
cane  push  new  growth. 

These  canes  will  bear 
this  summer’s  fruit  and 
these  are  the  canes  that 
we  might  see  some  dam¬ 
age  on  according  to  the 
University  of  Kentucky. 

Biennial  raspberries 
are  trickier.  Most  black 
and  purple  raspberry 
varieties  are  biennial  so 
they  flower  and  produce 
fruit  on  developing  canes 
that  are  in  their  second 
year  of  growth. 

To  maintain  biennial 
raspberries,  your  prun¬ 
ing  technique  will  vary 
a  bit  from  that  used  on 
blackberries  and  other 
ever-bearing  varieties 
of  raspberries  (I’ll  get  to 
that  shortly). 

During  the  first  year, 
the  canes  that  are  not 
producing  fruit  should 
have  the  tips  pruned  out 
when  they  reach  about 
three  feet  in  height. 

These  canes  will  pro¬ 
duce  fruit  the  following 
year  and  by  pruning  the 
tips  more  lateral,  fruit 
bearing  shoots  will  form 
along  the  cane. 

Canes  without  lateral 
shoots  can  be  cut  to  about 
2  1/2  feet  to  encourage 
more  branching. 

In  the  second  year  of  a 
biennial  raspberry’s  life, 
after  the  fruit  is  harvest¬ 
ed,  the  2-year-old  cane 
will  die  back.  Go  ahead 
and  prune  these  canes 
to  ground  level  after  har¬ 
vest  is  complete. 

At  the  end  of  the  sum¬ 
mer,  thin  the  remaining 
canes,  saving  about  five 
of  the  healthiest  per 
plant. 

Prune  the  lateral 
shoots  of  these  canes 
to  about  8-10  inches  in

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Red  raspberries  are 
treated  a  little  differ¬ 
ently:  Red  raspberries 
are  ever-bearing  and  pro¬ 
duce  two  crops  of  fruit  in 
a  year,  one  in  mid-sum¬ 
mer  and  a  second  in  fall. 

Red  ever-bearing  rasp¬ 
berries  typically  have 
erect-growing  canes  that 
help  to  distinguish  them 
from  the  black  and  pur¬ 
ple  cousins  which  have 
arching  canes.  Most  peo¬ 
ple  grow  the  ever-bear¬ 
ing  types. 

To  maintain  two  crops 
from  an  ever-bearing 
raspberry,  you  want  to 
remove  the  spent  canes 
from  the  early  summer 
harvest  after  the  harvest 
is  complete. 

This  allows  all  of  the 
plant’s  energy  to  focus 
on  producing  the  second 
round  of  growth  and 
fruit  for  the  fall.  In  fall, 


after  the  second  harvest, 
thin  the  remaining  canes 
that  fruited,  leaving 
about  five  of  the  health¬ 
iest  canes  for  the  next 
season. 

Some  growers  sacrifice 
the  summer  harvest  of 
red  raspberries  so  they 
will  have  a  bumper  crop 
in  the  fall.  If  you  choose 
to  go  this  route  you  only 
need  to  prune  once.  Cut 
(or  mow)  the  entire  plant 
down  to  ground  now. 
We  take  this  approach 
because  it  helps  to  con¬ 
trol  the  spread  of  dis¬ 
ease. 

Brambles  are  rather 
susceptible  to  fungal  and 
viral  diseases  so  proper 
pruning  is  important. 
It  keeps  the  plants  pro¬ 
ductive,  yes,  but  it  also 
allows  for  better  air  cir¬ 
culation  and  light  pen¬ 
etration;  and  it  removes 
diseased  canes  on  a  regu¬ 
lar  basis. 

This  is  why  we  grow 
ever-bearing  varieties 
and  cut  them  all  down 
in  the  fall  of  the  year.  We 
don’t  have  an  early  crop 
of  berries  but  we  have 
less  disease  pressure.

Many  people  are  afraid  of 
reporting  child  abuse. They 
think,  "I  don't  want  the  person  I 
reported  to  know." Keep  in  mind 

you  can  remain  anonymous. 

Without  aware  adults,  some 
children  might  never  receive 
help.  Be  an  advocate  for 
children  by  knowing  the  signs 
of  abuse  and  reporting  child 
abuse.  Remember,  you  are 
reporting  suspicion  of  child 
abuse.  Even  if  you  aren't  sure,  it's 
better  to  let  authorities  check  it 
out.  You  might  save  a  child's  life.

Sticks  and  stones  may  break  my  bones 
but  words  will  never  hurt  me?  Contrary 
to  this  old  saying,  emotional  abuse 
can  severely  damage  a  child's  mental 
health  or  social  development,  leaving 
lifelong  psychological  scars.  Examples  of 
emotional  child  abuse  include: 


Limited  physical  contact  with  the 
child-no  hugs,  kisses,  or  other  signs 


of  affection. 


Exposing  the  child  to  violence  or 
the  abuse  of  others,  whether  it  be 
the  abuse  of  a  parent,  a  sibling,  or 
even  a  pet. 


Ups  for  talking  to  an  abused  child 


Avoid  denial  and  remain  calm.  A  common  reaction  to  news  as  unpleasant 
and  shocking  as  child  abuse  is  denial.  However,  if  you  display  denial  to  a 
child,  or  show  shock  or  disgust  at 


what  they  are  saying,  the  child  may 
be  afraid  to  continue  and  will  shut 
down.  As  hard  as  it  may  be,  remain 
as  calm  and  reassuring  as  you  can. 

Don't  interrogate.  Let  the  child 
explain  to  you  in  his  or  her  own 
words  what  happened,  but  don't 
interrogate  the  child  or  ask  leading 
questions. This  may  confuse  and 
fluster  the  child  and  make  it  harder  for  them  to  continue  their  story. 


Reassure  the  child  that  they  did  nothing  wrong.  It  takes  a  lot  for  a  child 

to  come  forward  about  abuse.  Reassure  him  or  her  that  you  take  what  is  said 
seriously,  and  that  it  is  not  the  child's  fault.
